Ho did 
use my naterial, more than you know, including what X hadti' u yet published. hut 1 never 
had his interest in Shew, never investigated Straw when 1 was jin' Hew Orleans, never 
conceived of Shaw in that role and, if you remember 0 in HO, cast sene doubt on some 
aspects, especially Russo and part of his • history. But I also felt that 'ids had to cone 
to trial and that there should bo as little intrusion into the rights of tho prosecution 
as into those of the defendant, ihe morals charge is something of which 1 know nothing 
except what I’ve road in tho papers. It is inconsistent with everything 1 know of Garrisor 
If true, it is no ooro relevant tiirn Shear's flagrant. homosexuality. One of the real 
tragedies is that Garrison never conducted any real investigation in Hew Orleans, and 
after lio 'began to get extensive attention, -iont into all sorts of focli^haioon everywhere 
else, inclxuiiiig Europe. Shat effort devoted to Hew Orleans could lave made quite an 
investiga'bion, only part of which I was able to co iduct on ay own.
